“Consumers will soon 
be able to grab a bottle of 
wine in the same loca- 
tion where they get their 
groceries for an evening 
dinner with guests, or 
grab a case of beer 
around the corner from 
where they live, so they 
can entertain friends,” 
Ford said. 

After years of failed ef- 
forts to convince provin- 
cial governments to take 
this step, Bryans says his 
members are happy 
they'll finally be able to 
offer beer and wine in 
their stores like other 
provinces do. 

“More and more people 
in Ontario said ‘it’s time 
to move on,’ let’s have a 
transparent, open and 
competitive beer market 
here in Ontario rather 


than controlled by the 
three major brewers that 
control the beer stores 
and take all the profits 
out of them.” 

At the time of the cam- 
paign, Ford vowed to 
move “as quickly as pos- 
sible,” to make good on 
his promise. Now that 
he’s been elected and will 
be taking office soon, 
storeowners are ready. 

“Well, we're prepared 
now, I can tell you. I 
mean, look at Circle K, 
you look at 7-Eleven, you 
look at Petro-Canada. All 
these companies sell 
beer in other markets. 
It’s not like they have no 
idea what they’re doing. 
Each and everyone one 
of them understand the 
importance of beer and 
the responsibility for 
selling and _ handling 
beer. We haven’t a prob- 


lem in any market when 
it comes to selling beer 
or alcohol.” 

The Ford proposal 
would mean stores look- 
ing to sell beer and wine 
would have to meet rules 
set out by Alcohol and 
Gaming Commission of 
Ontario. 

Bryans says his organi- 
zation is already aware of 
the logistics behind the 
distribution, certification 
and training involved in 
selling such products. 

“We expect I.D. We’re 
the best at age testing for 
those who don’t know it,” 
Bryans said. 

Many of the mom and 
pop stores have been 
struggling over the years. 

“We have to have gov-

Canada will pay for Trudeau's G7 “betrayal”, says Trump

This could cost us ‘yuuuge.’ 

U.S. President Donald 
Trump says Canada will pay 
for comments critical of him, 
which were made by PM 
Justin Trudeau in a news 
conference at the end of the 
G7 summit. 

“That's going to cost a lot of 
money for the people of 
Canada. You can't do that. 
You can't do that," Trump 
said in Singapore. 

Trudeau raised the ire of 
the U.S president after sug- 
gesting Trump was trying to 
push him around on the 
issue of tariffs. 

"Canadians, we're polite, 
we're reasonable, but we also 
will not be pushed around,” 
Trudeau continued. 

Canada has _ responded 
with retaliatory tariffs, which 
have yet to take effect. After 
Trump left the summit, 


Trudeau talked tough in re- 
sponding to the U.S. decision 
to impose tariffs on Cana- 
dian steel and aluminum ex- 
ports. 

"The president will con- 
tinue to say what he says. I 
have made it clear to the 
president that [imposing re- 
taliatory tariffs] is not some- 
thing we relish doing, but it's 
something that we absolutely 
will do," Trudeau said. 

Trump appeared taken 
aback by the PM’s tone and 
language. He responded ina 
news conference in Singa- 
pore following his summit 
with North Korean leader 
Kim Jong Un. 

"When I got out to the 
plane, I think that Justin 
probably didn't know that 
Air Force One has about 20 
televisions. And I see the tel- 
evision and he's giving a 
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news conference about how 
he will not be pushed around 
by the United States and I 
say push him around? We 
just shook hands. It was very 
friendly. ... No, Ihave a good 
relationship with Justin 
Trudeau. I really did, other 
than he had a news confer- 
ence that he had because he 
assumed I was in an airplane 
and I wasn't watching. He 
learned. That's going to cost 
a lot of money for the people 
of Canada. He learned. You 
can't do that. You can't do 
that," Trump said. 

Trump’s aides ripped 
Trudeau as “dishonest” and a 
“backstabber.” Trade adviser 
Peter Navarro was particu- 
larly critical of the PM, say- 
ing "There's a special place in 
hell for any foreign leader 
that engages in bad-faith 
diplomacy with President 


Donald J. Trump and then 
tries to stab him in the back 
on the way out the door.” 

Navarro later apologized 
for the comment, saying he’d 
gone too far. 

Last month, the U.S. im- 
posed tariffs of 25 percent on 
steel imports and 10 percent 
on aluminum __ imports 
against Canada, Mexico and 
the European Union. 

It's unclear what further 
steps the U.S. might take 
against Canada. Trudeau de- 
scribed the aluminum and 
steel tariffs imposed by the 
U.S. on Canada national se- 
curity grounds as insulting. 

"We are being taken ad- 
vantage of by virtually every 
one of those countries," 
Trump said of the U.S trade 
deals with the other G-7 
countries.

‘Fed up’ business key to Ford win, says MBOT

A heavy turnout of voters 
tired of the Wynne government 
“piling on business” was key to 
Doug Ford’s election victory, 
says the Mississauga Board of 
Trade. 

“People were upset and I 
think the previous government 
lost sight of the fact small busi- 
ness people and business peo- 
ple in general vote,” said CEO 
David Wojcik. 

“They came out and voted in 
large numbers and that was the 
result that we needed, change.” 

Voter turnout in the June 7 
election was the largest since 
1999, when Mike Harris won a 
second majority government. 

In the June election, 58 per 
cent of eligible voters took part 
in the vote that saw Ford win a 
76-seat majority. The Missis- 
sauga Board of Trade, the city’s 
“voice of business,” is a non- 
partisan advocate for the busi- 
ness community. 

Wojcik says it was business 


was frustrated with the Kath- 
leen Wynne government and 
looking for change going into 
the election.

Wojcik says much of the 
frustration centered on 
“around Bill 148, pay trans- 
parency, a number of pieces of 
legislation that were brought in 
by the previous government 
the last number of years.” He 
says MBOT helped drive the 
big turnout through its com- 
munications with members. 

With a new government tak- 
ing over at Queen’s Park, Woj- 
cik says there are certain things 
he’d like to see right off the bat. 

“A good signal from the 
provincial government would 
be to have a dedicated minister 
of commerce, a minister of 


business, a minister of small 
business. Anyone of those 
combinations, or combining 
economic development with 
small business. There needs to 
be a clear signal that this gov- 
ernment recognizes the impor- 
tance of business to the 
economic growth of Ontario 
and will dedicate a minister to 
that.” 

Ford ran a_ pro-business 
campaign, vowing to cut red 
tape, ease the tax burden and 
reduce energy costs, all busi- 
ness-friendly initiatives. 

“We're willing to give the 
Premier designate some time 
but certainly within the first six 
months, he’s going to have to 
come up with a solid plan on 
how he’s planning to reduce 
the cost of energy, reducing the 
price of gas, reducing all these 
areas he’s promised to reduce 
and _ still falanice a_ budget, 
that'll be interesting to see.” 

Wojcik says he’s not overly 


concerned the Ford govern- 
ment will be unable to do all 
the things it wants to do. 

“As we have done with previ- 
ous governments. We'll see 
what they have to say once they 
get into office and really take a 


look at the books. I know that 
the first the Premier designate 
wants to do is to have an audit 
of the finances to look at how 


things are and what they can 
afford to do,” he said.

Earlier this week, a ground- 
breaking transportation plan 
was approved by Mississauga 
City Council. 

The Dundas Connects Mas- 
ter Plan, which will help guide 
future development and in- 
tensification along the Dun- 
das corridor that spans the 
width of the city, was ap- 
proved by the City’s Planning 
and Development Commit- 
tee. 

The transportation corridor 
is 17 kilometres long, stretch- 
ing from Oakville in the west 
to Toronto in the east. 

“Building a successful city 
compels us to plan for Transit 
Oriented Development,” said 
Andrew Whittemore, Com- 
missioner, Planning and 
Building. “The Dundas Con- 
nects Master Plan does just 
that with new residential, 
business and public space en- 
visioned within walking dis- 
tance of planned public

transit.” 

Whittemore added _ that 
Dundas Street is a key part of 
Mississauga’s transportation 
network, with thousands of 
people using it every day to 
move around the city. The 
plan will allow the City to set 
and implement best practices 
along the corridor to help ad- 
dress current and future de- 
mands over the next 35 to 40 
years. 

The Dundas Connects Mas- 
ter Plan will support major 
improvements to transporta- 
tion, land use and the public 
realm along the Dundas 
Street Corridor. Highlights of 
some of the recommenda- 
tions in the Master Plan in- 
clude: 

- Implementing Bus Rapid 
Transit (BRT) along Dundas 
Street 

- Encouraging mixed-use 
development that supports

- Providing safe cycling in-

- Enhancing pedestrian 
space and providing street 
trees 

- Encouraging street-re-

It was more about Wynne 
as a person — not policy. It 
was cruel and nasty. And it 
worked. 

Then they succeeded with 
this core with things like 
“buck a beer.” Visions of beer 
machines on every corner 
that dispensed beer for a 
Loonie! Who wouldn't vote 
for that? Really! It was bril- 
liance. 

Any party serious about a 
comeback after four years of 
Ford Nation needs to study 
their methods — learn to 
adopt them — and execute it 
as well as the Tories just did.

Pioneering astronaut honored at garden gala

Respect the planet, and it 
will respect you in turn. 

That was the message de- 
livered by a famed Canadian 
scientist and former astro- 
naut, who was lauded for 
her work during a special 
awards ceremony last Fri- 
day. 

Dr. Roberta Bondar re- 
ceived the inaugural Friend 
of Nature Award during the 
Riverwood Conservancy’s 
annual Garden Soirée, 
which brought hundreds of 
guests to the scenic prop- 
erty. 

The award was presented 
in recognition of Bondar’s 
contributions to advance 


environmental education 
and broaden the scope of 
field science through 


Canada and worldwide. 
“(She) proved without a 
doubt that a woman can do 
anything she wants to do,” 
said former Mississauga 
Mayor Hazel McCallion 
during the event, referring 
to Bondar’s pioneering work 
in space medicine research 
and her role as the world’s 
first neurologist in space. 
Bondar followed in her 
family’s footsteps as a 


teacher when she was 
young. 
Having trained for 


NASA’s Earth Observation 
Team, she made history by 
becoming the first Canadian 
female astronaut in space in 
1992. 

After her eight-day mis- 
sion, she left the space 
agency and pursued a career 
as a photographer, cata- 
loguing natural _ sites 
throughout the world. 

"She has a unique per- 
spective at looking at the 
world from space — the ‘big 
picture’ - and from an inti- 
mate, close-up point of 
view,” said Riverwood Pa- 
tron and famed photogra- 
pher Robert Bateman, who 
was unable to attend and 
sent a short statement. 

“She is influencing others 
to pay attention. This is not 
only good for each individ- 
ual, it is good for the 
planet.” 

Bondar spoke about her 
experiences during her time 
in space, explaining that it’s 
a far different feeling to see 
the edge of the Earth from 
1,200 miles away than it is 
to see space from the sur- 


face of the planet. 

“(There’s nothing) quite 
as emotionally powerful as 
seeing that planet through 
the human eyes, through a 
human finger clicking that 
shutter,” she said. 

She implored the audi- 
ence to think about the nat- 
ural resources that make up 
the planet and how impor- 
tant they are to the future, 
pointing to the Mississauga 
conservancy as an example. 

“Riverwood is a jewel for 
Canada and an example for 
the entire world,” she said. 

Cultivating natural spaces 
provides a host of benefits 
and activities for the com- 
munity to take part in. 

The most important thing 
is to share those experiences 
with others, said Bondar, 
pointing to her work with a 
self-titled foundation, which 
teaches environmental ad- 
vocacy to students. 

“We have everything here 
in the surrounding area,” 
she said, pointing to the 
outreach programs offered 
by Riverwood. “It’s a won- 
derful gift.” 

Bondar’s sentiments were 
echoed by University of

Toronto vice-president and 
principal Ulrich Krull, who 
spoke about Bondar’s ef- 
forts to teach environmental 
advocacy and demonstrate 
courage in uncharted terri- 


tory. 


“Alot of us take space 
travel for granted,” said 
Krull, pointing out that 
Bondar and many other as- 
tronauts piloted multi-mil- 
lion dollar machines and 
coped with stress that would 


make them feel like “they 
were in a fishbowl”. 

“Tt takes a great deal of 
courage to do what Dr. Bon- 
dar did,” he concluded.

Caledon’s heritage honored at council ceremony

Last week, Caledon staff, 
alongside Heritage Caledon, 
presented a number of 
awards to local properties 
that have demonstrated his- 
torical significance or under- 
gone restoration. 

The ceremony, held at 
Town Hall, Mayor Allan 
Thompson made presenta- 
tions to four businesses in 
the local area, including the 
Drury House, Walker Farm- 
house, Graham/Robinson 
House and the Alton Con- 
gregational Church/Town 
Hall. 

The awards help to 
honor the rich architectural 
history in the town, said 
Thompson. 

“These awards and 
plaques being presented are 
tokens of our deep apprecia- 
tion to the property owners 
who have helped preserve 
and restore that heritage,” he 
said. 

The sites that received 
the award have a storied his- 
tory of development and 


prominence: 

Alton Congregational 
Church 

Constructed between 


1875 and 1877, the former 
Alton Congregational 
Church and later Town Hall 
has had an eventful history. 
The survivor of devastating 
fires in 1882 and 1927, the 
building has experienced nu- 
merous reconstruction and 
architectural alterations and 
seen a variety of uses. 

Its church function 
ended in 1910, after which it 
was used for wool storage by 
the Barber Carriage Com- 
pany during World War I, as 
the Alton Town Hall be- 
tween 1918 and 1974, as the 
local fire hall from the 1930s 
to 1977, as an antique show 
room after 1974, and now as 
an art gallery. 


Graham/Robinson 
House 

The Graham/Robinson 
House is a well preserved 
vernacular interpretation of 
Gothic Revival styling, com- 
monly referred to as the 
“Ontario Cottage”. 

Constructed in the late 
1860s for William Graham 
or his son-in-law, Robert 
Robinson, this former farm- 
house is a 1 1/ storey, solid 


brick residence clad in 
dichromatic brick with a 
gable roof, a two-storey pro- 
jecting centre bay and a one- 
storey tail wing. The original 
brick carriage house has 
been rebuilt as an attached 
garage. 

In 2016, Sam and 
Louanne Morra facilitated 
the retention and reuse of 
this significant _ historic 
house by moving it from its 
original location on Highway 
50 to their new subdivision 
on Albion-Vaughan Road. 


Drury House 

Located just off Old 
Main Street in Belfountain is 
a igth century Gothic Re- 
vival style house. Known as 
the Gingerbread Cottage, it 
was bought in 1905 by local 
schoolteacher John Drury 
and his wife, Catherine. 

The Drurys made a num- 
ber of changes to the house, 
most notably relocating it 
from its original location on 
the southwest corner of Old 
Main and Bush streets to its 
present site at 715 Bush 
Street. 

It changed hands several

times before being pur- 
chased by current owners 
Jenni Le Forestier and Alis- 
tair Sumner in 2010. 


Walker Farmhouse 

The farmhouse at 89 
Walker Road West is a rare 
example of a split level stone 
“bank house” inset into the 
natural slope of the property. 


It is very similar in style 
and age to the Caledon Inn, 
and was likely constructed 
by the same stonemason. 

Built around 1863, this 
Georgian style farmhouse 
replaced an earlier log cabin. 
Both houses were built for 
James Walker, an Irish im- 
migrant. 

Now, 155 years later, the 


Walker farmhouse retains 
many of its original architec- 
tural features, both inside 
and out. The stone crafts- 
manship of the property’s 
structures, together with the 
farm’s characteristic tree- 
lined laneway, continue to 
reflect the Walker family’s 
influence on the evolution of 
this 19th century farmstead.

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Peel School Board reveals 2018/19 budget 


Last week, Peel District 
School Board trustees ap- 
proved their budget for the 
2018-19 school year, bring- 
ing a host of additional 
funding to support a re- 
vamped student success 
plan. 

The board of trustees 
approved an balanced oper- 
ating budget of $1.92 bil- 
lion, subject to Ministry of 
Education approval. 

$16.3 million has been 
allocated to the board to 
provide additional staffing, 
as per labour agreements, 
with the remaining balance 
being allocated to upgrading 
classroom resources, tech- 
nology, utilities and much 
more. 

The board’s plan focuses 
on budget priorities that put 
students first, said board 
chair Janet McDougald dur- 
ing a meeting held last 
week. 

"Every decision we 
made, each item added to 
the budget, each taken 
away, all reflect the plan's 
four priority areas and our 
key projects. They have 
truly guided our work. Our 
investments are intended to 


impact on students possi- 
ble." 

The board's goals will 
focus on parent, community 
and staff engagement, eq- 
uity and inclusion and high 
expectations for achieve- 
ment.g 

In addition to working 
with Peel staff to develop 
the budget, the board 
sought input from the 
board's leadership team, 
principals, vice-principals 
and employee group lead- 
ers. 

To gather further input, 
the board used an online 
survey and received nearly 
500 responses from staff, 
students, families, School 
Council members and com- 
munity members. 

The community had re-

peatedly asked for increased 
funding for special educa- 
tion, mental health sup- 
ports, technology, 
transportation and facilities 
upgrades, said McDougald. 

Approximately $1.8 mil- 
lion from board reserves 
were needed to support 
one-time business cases in 
order to balance the budget. 

The board will also hire 
an equity and inclusion co- 
ordinator to support board 
equity initiatives, said Mc- 
Dougald, who will also be 
the lead point person for 
our We Rise Together action 
plan, which was created to 
identify and eliminate the 
marginalization experi- 
enced by Black male stu- 
dents in Peel schools.

Owned and operated by 
Small Arms Limited, this mu- 
nitions manufacturing plant 
was in operation producing ri- 
fles and small arms for the 
Canadian Army throughout 
the Second World War up until

Small Arms Limited was 
well-known for their support 
for the recruitment of women 
into their workforce, approxi-

mately two-thirds of those em- 

ployed at this site were women 

who were given the opportu- 

nity to showcase their skill and 

any ina predominately male 
eld. 


This initiative brought forth 
significant change to Canada's 
national workforce. 

As rich and significant as 
this unique building's history 
is, the City of Mississauga is set 
to open up a new chapter in 
the building's timeline. 

When its doors open later

begins in the fall, the site will 
have undergone a complete 
transformation and will begin 
functioning as the only cultural 
hub of its kind in Mississauga. 

The City has set out to utilize 
the venue to present a wide 
range of arts and cultural pro- 
grams with a focus on provid- 
ing open and _ responsive 
programming in order to fos- 
ter collaboration and commu- 
nity-building. 

The official opening cere-

Investing in more than just hoop dreams 


It wasn’t long after this time 
last year when Roger Moute a 
Bidias ut himself on the 
radar of Raptors 905. 

Based out of Los Angeles 
after going undrafted out of 
California in June, Motue a 
Bidias found his way into 
some workouts that have now 
become the stuff of Toronto 
Raptors legend. 

They are, after all, where 
The Bench Mob was forged, 
with the Raptors’ young core 
playing together regularly 
throughout the summer. 

Motue a Bidias was there 
and, despite modest produc- 
tion over four years of college, 
made an impression. His 
length, anticipation, and 
overall defense all stood out, 
and the 905 would eventually 
invite him to training camp as 
a local tryout player. 

He’d make the team, too, 
but his season wouldn’t get to 
start for another three 
months — two days before the 
905’s opener, Motue a Bidias 
suffered a knee sprain, ulti- 
mately leading him to be 
waived and then re-added to 
the roster when he healed. 

“My rookie pro season was 
a learning experience,” he 
says from Houston, where 
he’s training regularly and 
watching brother Luc Mbah a 
Moute compete in the West- 
ern Conference Finals as a 
member of the Houston 
Rockets. 

“Tt was definitely a roller- 
coaster. Coming in, I felt great 
about my game, I felt confi- 
dent. And then I came in and 
I got hurt. It was a new expe- 
rience to me, having to sit out, 
and having to be at home and 
pr rind and try to come back 

ealthy. I didiay best to stay 
ready, I did my best to come 
back better than I was before, 
come back so that I wouldn’t 
miss a beat and be able to

help the team.” 

Disappointing though the 
abbreviation of his rookie 
year was, Moute a Bidias was 
still able to make an impres- 
sion. 

He averaged 11.6 minutes 
over nine games, providin 


his trademark defense an 
helping the team push in 


transition. 

It was enough that he was 
even called in for four brief 
playoff appearances, and that 
the offseason presents itself to 
him as a pivotal one. 

“I think it’s gonna be a great 
summer for me to set myself 
up for something good,” he 
says. 

*T'm pretty confident about 
myself, man. Obviousl 
injury kind of slowed things 
down, but I’m confident 
about myself, I’m confident 
about my game, so I feel like 
it’s gonna be good after this 
summer. It’s gonna be good 
for me and I'll be able to 


fully-accessible diamonds at 


showcase my game and put 
my name out there.” 

The time off had another 
major impact on Moute a 
Bidias, too. This being the 
first time he’d ever sat in- 
jured, he gained some impor- 
tant perspective on life and 
basketball, perspective that 
affirmed how he tried to oper- 


ate in twice becoming an All- 
Pac 12 Academic honourable 
mention. 

If he was going to be forced 
to sit out an extended period, 
there was no sense in wasting 
that time. 

“When I was hurt and I re- 
alized, you know, our offsea- 
sons are long, and even 
during the year I find myself 
having a lot of spare time and 
a lot of free time when I’m not 
training or not at practice or 
playing games, and I realized 
hey man, I could take advan- 
tage of this time and do some- 
thing valuable and help better 
myself on the personal devel- 


opment side,” he says. 

At Cal, that meant a degree 
in interdisciplinary studies 
that included: courses in de- 
velopmental economics, com- 
puter science, and ICTD 
(information, communica- 
tion, and technology for de- 
velopment), an opportunity 
to visit tech start-ups and 
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meet CEOs in the Bay Area, 
and a thesis focused on how 
financial technologies can aid 
economic development in 
Sub-Saharan Africa (Moute a 
Bidias is from Cameroon). 
More recently, it meant a 
one-day internship on the 
Google campus in San Fran- 
cisco as a part of the NBA’s 
Career Crossover program. 
For the last few years, NBA 
players have had the opportu- 
nity to explore fields of inter- 
est to begin to prepare for 
their lives after basketball. 
Originally, Mbah a Moute 
was hoping to visit Snapchat, 
but an opportunity to spend a 


day at Google came up on rel- 
atively short notice and he 
jumped. 

“You know, I jumped on the 
opportunity, because obvi- 
ously, it’s Google. So I said 
hey, I'll do it,” he says. “It was 
great, man. It was amazing. A 
great experience because, ob- 
viously like I said, I’m very, 


very interested in tech, having 
studied it, and having lived in 
the Bay Area a few miles away 
from Google, I always heard 
about it. So being able to see 
it from inside, meeting differ- 
ent people there, seeing the 
technologies that they're 
working with and the tech- 
nologies that they’ve created 
and how they’ve created it 
was a great experience, man.” 

The highlight, for Moute a 
Bidias, was the chance to ride 
in a self-driving car. He also 
got the chance to try out 
Google’s virtual __ reality 
glasses, get a look at how con- 
sumer feedback is passed 


down and turned into action- 
able information for engi- 
neers, and participate in a 
workshop designed to help 
layers translate their basket- 
all skills to a different envi- 
ronment. 

The latter included tips on 
brand-building through 
Google, YouTube, and 
LinkedIn, necessities to net- 
work properly in 2018, espe- 
cially in the tech realm. 

“It’s definitely something 
I’m trying to set up. Meeting 
people, creating a network, 
developing skills, those are 
things I’m trying to do right 
now when I do have the spare 
time,” he says. 

“Whenever I’m done play- 
ing, or even while I’m playing, 
I can create some opportuni- 
ties for myself. It doesn’t have 
to be necessarily work-wise, 
but investment wise, create 
some opportunities for myself 
that can help me set up a good 
post-career life.” 

For now, these are longer- 
term considerations. Moute a 
Bidias intends to continue 
learning and networking in 
his downtime, even if his pri- 
mary focus is on basketball. 

Personal and professional 
growth are not mutually ex- 
clusive endeavours, and while 
training and practicing take 
up a good deal of time, he'll 
have an eye out for more op- 
portunities like a day on the 
Google campus to help him 
prepare to make an impact 
outside of the game, too. 

“Even as a college athlete, 
I’ve tried to be my best on the 
court and be my best off the 
court,” he says. “When I’m on 
the court, I’m trying to be the 
best player that I can be, and 
when I’m off the court, I’m 
trying to be the best Roger.”
